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Continuation of 7(b). Claims 1-7 and 28 would be rejected under the same grounds of rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as presented in 
the Office action of July 16, 2008. Moreover, the arguments regarding the rejections based on the Simon reference have been considered 
but are not persuasive That is, Simon indeed discloses a sheath with a tooth (18) as claimed. Applicant has argued that tooth 18 is 
disclosed as a "guard" and is not intended for cutting tissue. Applicant is reminded that it has been held that a recitation with respect to the 
manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed (e.g., "for cutting bone") does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from 
a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). The apparatus of Simon, as 
modified by the teachings of Hallac, Stavropoulos, and Torrie, satisfies the claimed structural limitations. 
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
